Board should lay charges against 
young vandals - Trustee Walsh

Vandalism and how 
combat it causes many 
problems for public bodies 
everywhere. Despite various 
precautions and preventive 
measures, this modern day 
sickness continues to in- 
crease and the elusive 
perpetrators of crimes of this 
nature are rarely caught and 
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brought to account. District 
No. 3, however, has a rather 
unusual problem in connec- 
tion with vandalism. Four 
juveniles have been caught 
committing acts of vandalism 
to district property and the 
board members are having 
difficulty in deciding just 
what to do with them. 
Trustee Mrs. Sylvia Walsh 


feels strongly that the board 
has a duty to perform in this 
unpleasant matter and that 
charges should be laid. Mr. 
Ernie Howrish supports this 
viewpoint. Chairman, Steve 
Sieben prefers a more cau- 
tious approach until he has 
had time to evaluate the 
situation, while Mrs. Elsie 
Lockert wonders if restitution

Decision regarding the 
approval of the Outline Plan 
for BACM’s subdivision ap- 
plication for Phase 8 of 
Lacombe Park was referred 
to the next council meeting 
by the committee of the 
whole on Monday night. 

A survey was completed in 
accordance with the plan 
approved by the ERPC 
(October 22, 1973) and the 
linen was sent to the town 
administrator on September 
5, 1974. After being checked 
by the staff, it was signed by 
the mayor (Gibbon) on 
October 11, 1974 but was not 
forwarded by the town to the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission until November 
22, 1974. 

However the ERPC appro- 
val of the subject application 
became void on October 22, 


1974. Since the linen plan 
had not been submitted to 
the ERPC before that date, it 
will be necessary to get 
approval from the Commis- 
sion to grant an extension to 
the time period of approval. 
At the time of the original 
approval there was no 
necessity for an Outline Plan 
to have been approved prior 
to the approval of the sub- 
division plan. Since the 
adoption of the Information 
Requirements and Proce- 
dures for Outline Plan 
Applications on December 5, 
1973, the Commission has 
taken a stronger stand on the 
requirement for Outline PI- 
ans prior to the registration 
of subdivision pians which 
are part of a larger area. 
The Commission is unable 
to adopt an Outline Plan 


which has not been approved 
by the municipality con- 
cerned. For this reason, Mr. 
M. H. Rodgers of BACM, 
appeared before the comm- 
ittee of the whole at the 
meeting Monday night. 

Mr. Rodgers stated that it 
was sound planning to have 
an outline plan before doing 
any neighbourhood planning 
at all. He noted that an 
outline plan was prepared by 
BACM in November 1972 
which was the subject of the 
North West Sector Plan. Mr. 
Rodgers pointed out that 
three-quarters of the lots are 
to be sold to independent 
builders and they are mest 
anxious to approach the 
mortgage lending institu- 
tions with the plans of the 
lots they have so that they

cases of vandalism the 
RCMP had determined who 
the culprits were. He pointed 
out that the vandalism was 
not done by a hard core 
group of individuals; there 
were many repeaters, he 
added.

Comparing larger centres 
like Calgary with a smaller 
town like St. Albert, Staff 
Sgt. Dirk said that the 
picture was not quite as bad 
as it may seem. He felt that 
those who had their minds 
fixed on vandalism would go 
ahead with it anyway. “‘I’d 
like to see no damage done, 
but we'd be looking at Utopia 
then,’’ he commented.

were things the return 
could be used for in St. 
Albert though. It only 
amounts to $18,000 and 
would soon disappear as 
the town’s expenditures 
and services gobbled it up. 

“‘We are not taking 
money from our people for 
your bank account,’’ the 
mayor continued, referring 
to the hospital board. He 
added that if they over- 
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budgeted, requisitioned 
way over and above their 
needs and the money drew 
interest, then this was poor 
management. “‘It’s not fair 
that they take the money 
and do not spend it.’’ The 
mayor also pointed out that 
the board should requisi- 
tion for expanded hospital 
facilities when the time 
came, not before. 

Board chairman John de 
Bruijn was not available for 
comment at the time of 
going to press, but hospital 
board member Donald Coi- 
nner said he would not care 
to comment on the issue at 
this time. 
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not to do such things again 
saying that it is a proven fact 
that sending first time offen- 
ders to jail makes them 
smarter criminals. 

Mrs. Walsh pointed out to 
Mrs. Lockert that the boys 
would not be sent to prison 
but that appearance in a 
court would have a very 
sobering effect on students 
of this age. 

Mr. Howrish agreed with 
Mrs. Walsh and stated that 
although it is a very unpleas- 
ant duty, the board must 
follow due course of law, not 
to be vindictive, but so as to 
have a policy and to abide by 
it. 

Mr. Freeman thought that 
because the parents had 
offered restitution and are 
therefore concerned, it might 
be improper for the board to 
do anything further. He 
thought it would be better if 
the RCMP were to lay the 
charges. 

Mr. .Howrish commented 
that if the district has a policy 
it should pursue that policy 
and Mr. Sieben remarked 
that his concern is not only 
for the youths involved in 
this incident but for future 
incidents as well. 


DISTRICT 6 HAS 
PROBLEMS ALSO 


Mrs. Walsh reminded the 
board that the subject of 
vandalism had been discuss- 
ed at the joint meeting with 
District No. 6. At that 
meeting, members had voic- 
ed concern at this problem 
which is made all the more 
difficult to control because 
vandals are rarely caught. 
Mrs. Walsh continued that 
these boys have been caught 
and the board should act 
accordingly. This meant ei- 
ther supporting the law or 
stop being concerned. She 
did not feel it the place of the 
board to act as judge but to 
simply adhere to the policy. 

Dr. Bill Zielinski, superin- 
tendent, felt that there was 
some information lacking 
and perhaps the trustees 
should defer making a 
decision until the 27th when 
the board holds its informal 
meeting. 


REPORTER’S NOTE: 

A telephone call to the St. 
Albert detachment of the 
RCMP brought the response 
that the Force policy prefers 


that the owner or complain- | 


ant lay charges. In this case 
the RCMP will not lay 
charges unless requested by 
the board. Generally speak- 
ing the only reason that the 
police would lay charges is 
when for some reason the 
complainant cannot, for ex- 
ample if badly beaten, or if 
property is damaged in the 
owner’s absence.

Mr. Rodgers mentioned 
that BACM had been going 
out of their way to conform 
with the requests of the town 
and its needs (paving of 
Larose Drive, funds for the 
Kinsmen Clubhouse, pro- 
vision of land for the 
Kirttsmen Clubhouse, align- 
ment of the water line to 
Castle Downs, etc.). 

Coun. Smith asked Mr. 
Rodgers if there was to be 
construction in Phase 8 
during 1975 stating that 
there are more lots in the 
area than has been common 
for construction during a 
single year in the entire 
town. She felt that the 
construction should be in 
Phase 7 first. : 

Mr. Rodgers said that 
there were 113 lots which are 
large and not normally taken 
by the independent builders. 
He noted that there were 


figures indicating the total 
number of lots which the 
builders were able to handle 
in one year which would take 
in the lots in both Phase 7 
and 8, (about 600). 

Coun. Smith said that she 
didn't think that there would 
be a great deal involved in 
brimging the original outline 
plan up to standard, She 
expressed concern that BA- 
CM was not able to consult 
with the School Boards in 
regard to the school require- 
ments in the area. Coun, 
Smith identified this as one 
example of a reason to 
update the outline plan and 
to hold back on finalization of 
the proposal. ‘‘We have to 
have the information,’’ she 
said, ‘‘as to where the school 
sites are going to be. So 
really that is to your advan- 
tage as well as for ours."’

typing and cross matching. 
The new equipment is 
expected to reach the hospit- 
al in the next three weeks. 

Mr. Keyes also released 
the following statistics on the 
upswing in the use of various 
health facilities at the Sturg- 
eon General from 1973-74. 
Major operations increased 
33.3 per cent over this 
period, minor operations 
were up 21 per cent and 
emergencies 10.3 per cent. 
There was a staggering 326.9 
per cent increase in the 
number of out-patients ad- 
mitted. Operations in gyne- 
cological procedures were up 
44.3 per cent and there was a 
34.6 per cent increase in total 
births up to 327 from 243.

AS THE BOARD mulled 
over priorities for close to 
$100,000 worth of new 
equipment for the Sturgeon 
General Hospital, there was 
definite agreement that the 
most needy item was 4a 
$10,000 blood gas machine. 
Another expensive item high 
on the priority list of medical 
staff was a $5,000 gastro- 
scope and colonoscope. Hos- 
pital staff were also recomm- 
ending as their priorities a 
$10,500 pressure boiler and a 
$10,000-$12,000 gas auto- 
clave and aerator chamber. 
The laboratory had also put 
in a request for a $25,000 
automated chemistry analyz- 
er. Although this appears a 
tall order, essential items can 
be had ‘‘over and above,"’ 
otherwise they cannot be 
purchased. The requisition 
for the new equipment and 
its priority was stalled so that 
the Finance Committee could 
blend the needs of the 
various sections of the 
hospital,

The implications behind the Catholic School Board’s problem 
on whether or not to lay charges on young vandals who were 
apprehended are far reaching for our society. 


While the problem may not loom as large in St. Albert as it 
does in large cities, vandalism certainly isn’t going away. 
Between 150 - 175 town trees have been damaged, not 
including trees on private property. Recently buildings have 
been gmeared with paint which is irremovable from the 
rough-textured siding. It is a never ending problem at Lions 
Park and shopping centres have also suffered, as have church 
grounds. 


The cost to the public is maddening. 


But the attitude of young offenders in their mid-teens is the 
most disturbing question. In recent years the public purse has 
provided for the first time trained counselling services 


through the schools. Parents are now better educated and so 
are teachers. Psychiatrists and psychologists have been 
widely read, making their contributions to child rearing and 
the educational process widely available to the general public. 
Yet vandalism - a minor problem in the recently preceding 
generations is now on the increase. We must ask ourselves 
why. 


While there are complaints that there are not enough things 
for teen-age children to do in St. Albert, and not enough 
facilities, it is questionable whether this is a root of the 
problem, since vandalism occurs with or without such 
programs and facilities. And certainly today’s children have 
far and away more opportunities for leisure time activity than 
most of their parents enjoyed. 


Yet in the thirties and the forties this senseless destruction of 
property was not being carried out. And in fact today even 
facilities for their enjoyment are vandalized by young people. 


The main concern is to take the kind of action most beneficial 
to our young people. It seems clear we have been heading in 
the wrong direction and therefore should attempt to reverse 
that direction. 


There appears to be a growing feeling on the part of many 
concerned people that the ‘permissive society’’ has become 
overly permissive, to the detriment of young people. 


We must agree with Trustee Walsh and others who are saying 
the young must face up to the consequences of their actions - 
for their own good. Vandalism unchecked may lead to 
breaking and entry and other more serious and violent 
crimes. . 


In the long term if we cannot instill respect for the rights of 
others in our children, they will live ander increasing 
terrorism. It now appears they will have to learn the hard 
way.

Mayor and Councillor remuneration 


The following comment is 
proffered for your con- 
sideration in acting on the 
proposed changes in remun- 
eration for the mayor and 
councillors. 

The need for the mayor to 
devote more time to his 
office is not proven. The 
town, under the previously 
incumbent mayor and council 
had efficient and responsive 
administration. During the 
past few years, the town has 
developed a high calibre of 
paid staff. This knowledge- 
able and efficient staff 
continues to serve the town 
and it seems illogical to 
suggest they now need a 
greater degree of daily 
supervision than they did 
four months ago. 

There is no doubt that 
changing conditions require 
changing responses. It may 


be that conditions at some 
point in time will require 
more constant mayoral act- 
ivity. In all fairness any proof 
of increased work load 
should be examined by the 
electorate. No such proof 
has, as yet, been put 
forward. The arbitrary de- 
cision of the mayor, and 
council majority, that the 
proposed change is necess- 
ary - made within six weeks 
of assuming office - would 
seem to be presumptuous, if 
not specious. Particularly 
when the individuals con- 
cerned are inexperienced in 
municipal government gen- 
erally and the St. Albert 
requirements particularly. 
During the course of your 
term in office, it may become 
evident that the mayoral role 
in fact, should be increased 
to two-thirds or full time -

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Temporary split classes spark teachers’ 
protest to District 6 board 


By Sheila Cooper 

Mr. Gary Phillips, teach- 
ers’ representative on the 
Economic Policy Committee, 
was on hand atthe District 
No. 6 board meeting on 
Wednesday. January 22. Mr. 
Phillips reacted to a change 
in board policy made at the 
previous meeting where Mr. 
Elmer Gish, superintendent, 
recommended that due to 
lack of classroom space in the 
district, the board authorize 
the administration to exceed, 
when necessary, the esta- 
blished maximum class siz- 
es. This recommendation 
had been moved by Trustee 
Dr. W. Cuts and carried. 

The original policy set out 
class sizes and laid down that 
the district is opposed in 
principle to the use of split 
classes. Mr. Phillips’ point 
was that the reference to 
opposing split classes has 
been omitted from the 
revised policy. 

Split classes have been in 
effect since fall at Leo 
Nickerson School. At the 
previous meeting of January 


Sth, Trustee Murdo MacFar- 
lane had brought the board's 
attention to this omission in 
the revised policy. Mr. Elmer 
Gish, superintendent, had 
explained that overcrowding 
and split classes were a 
temporary measure but this 
would change dramatically 
when the new school at 
Lacombe Park is opened. Mr, 
Phillips stated at the January 
8 meeting that he had not 
received information early 
enough to react but that he 
would obtain opinions from 
the teachers. 

Armed with some facts at 
the January 22 meeting, Mr. 
Phillips claimed that at a 
recent teachers’ meeting, 
approximately 100 had dis 
approved of split classes. He 
informed the board that 
many parents had reacted 
negatively to split classes at 
a PTA meeting in the fall of 
1974. In reply to a question 
from Don Munro, Mr. 
Phillips said he had not 
contacted teachers directly 
involved in teaching split 
classes but he could do so if

need be. 

Mr. Phillips listed some of 
the reasons for his opposition 
to split classes. He said that 
to provide the proper se- 
quence in different subject 
areas, teachers of split 
classes have to plan and 
prepare many more sub- 
groups than they would in a 
normal class. These sub- 
groups become unmanage- 
able. He continued, saying 
that the school system is 
based on grace levels which 
take into account the social 
and emotional maturity of 
the student and this is not 
accomplished with split clas- 
ses. 


SITUATION TEMPORARY 


Mr. Bill Webber, chair- 
man, informed Mr. Phillips 
that it is not the intention of 
the board to implement split 
classes and that the lack of 
space the district has recen- 
tly experienced has been an 
important factor in this 
matter. 

Mrs. Muriel Martin, as- 
sistant superintendent, re- 
ferring to some of Mr. 
Phillips’ comments, assured 
him that she is as concerned 
as anyone in the district. 
Nevertheless, she feels that 
there are already different 
levels within any one grade 
and she did not feel that split 
classes are bad education- 
ally. 

Mr. Webber said that he 
would take Mr. Phillips’ 
comments into consideration 
and that if any trustee 
wished to change the present 
policy he may make a notice 
of motion. 

A request for a science- 
metric workshop at Robert 
Rundle School was consider- 
ed and approved by the 
board. A similar program 
was also approved for Leo 
Nickerson School. 


HIGH SCHOOL 
FOOTBALL? 


Under the heading of un- 
finished business, Mr. Web- 
ber suggested that the board 
request Mr. Bob Prather, 
assistant superintendent, to 
discuss the possibility of a 
high school football team 
with the high school principal 
and the Phys. Ed. teacher. 
He would like their expres- 
sed views reported back to 
the board before the trustees 
make their decisions on the 
proposal. 

Mr. Webber then moved 
to another item of unfinished 
business. At the January 8 
meeting, Mr. D. Briggs of 


Briggs Bros. appeared be- - 


fore the board with a request 
to revise the busing contract. 
The board heard the request 
and agreed to consider the 
application. At the meeting 
of January 22, Mr. Webber 
moved that the busing rates 
be revised from $31.50 to 
$36.50 effective January 1, 
1975. He explained that the 
$31.50 rate was established 
two years ago and the board 
has to recognize that costs 
have increased considerably 
since that time.

tion. The meeting was 
chaired by Mrs. Elsie Lockert 
and the guest speaker was 
Mr. Jeet Khullar from the 
Edmonton Area Home and 
School Association. 

The group was invited to 
comment on the possibility of 
forming such an assocition 
for Albert Lacombe School 
and one parent noted that 
Home and School Associa- 
tions were folding in Edmon- 
ton due to disinterest. It was 
noted that ‘‘Parent Advisory 
Boards’’ are now becoming 
prevalent. Another parent 
spoke in favour of the asso- 
ciation approach because 
regular meetings between 
parents and teachers led to a 
greater appreciation of the 
respective roles and under- 
standing of educational and 


school policy. Other assets 
mentioned was the oppor- 
tunity for parents to be 
involved on a voluntary basis 
and the instituting of projects 
to raise funds to acquire 
equipment not normally pro- 
vided by school boards. 

Mr. Khullar noted that the 
first area of concern was 
communication. He _ identi- 
fied transient types of 
communities, working moth- 
ers, and inaccuracies occur- 
ring when children relay 
information, as responsible 
for communication difficul- 
ties. 

He pointed out that a 
Home and School Associa- 
tion would be beneficial for 
improved communications 
and parents can also become 
more knowledgeable of sch- 


ool policies, regulations, and 
programs. Mr. Khullar em- 
phasized the Association in 
clude the whole home (par- 
ents and children) and all 
aspects of school (teachers, 
custodial staff, bus drivers 
etc.). He noted that through 
a Home and School Asso- 
ciation the ultimate interest - 
the child - can be enhanced. 

Mr. Khullar also noted 
that there would be an 
advantage to joining the 
Alberta Federation of Home 
and School Association. Thr- 
ough joining there would be 
representation with the De- 
partment of Education, the 
ATA, and a Canadian Home 
and School Association. 

Mr. Real Binette, principal 
of Albert Lacombe, empha- 
sized that such an organiza- 


tion must be functional in the 
improvement of education. 
He gave a brief resume of 
existing parental involve- 
ment in the school. He 
suggested that if an Associa- 


tion was formed a program of 


voluntary help such as 
assistance on sports days, 
field trips, and in the class- 
room, may be implemented. 

Mr. Binette pointed out 
that an association of this 
type must be supported by a 
large number of parents as 
well as the teachers who 
have indicated their willing- 
ness and cooperation. 

On the negative side he 
mentioned that such asso- 
ciations were not to be an 
entertainment body or whip- 
ping board.

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St. Albert's first public 
forum on school bus safety 
January 23 opened up a 
whole can of worms. 

The forum was televised 
by Capital Cable television 
and was shown on Channel 
11, January 28 at 7 p.m. 
About 40 members of the 
public attended the meeting 
in spite of the fact that it had 
been advertised for the pre- 
vious day by the press. 

Commenting on the input 
from the public after the 1% 
hour forum, vice-chairman of 
the St. Albert Safety Council 
Stan Mills, who also chaired 
the forum, said that the 
safety council was going to 
try and make it easier for 
both the driving public, the 
school bus operators and the 
youngsters at the schools to 
be more safety conscious. 
This in spite of a traffic law 
relating to flashing school 
bus lights, which is more of a 
hindrance than a help to the 
average motorist in St. 
Albert who tries his best to 
be careful when there are 
school buses around. 

It came out quite clearly at 
the forum that the present 
Highways Act in this regard 
is inadequate. Mr. E. Glas- 
ser, representing the Patrol 
Division of the Alberta 
Department of Highways

towns or villages, no one is 
duty bound to stop at a 
school bus with red lights 
flashing; this only holds for 
outside the urban areas.

He said that 
St. Albert’s 18 school buses 
travelled 3 - 4,000 miles in a 
typical month and that so far 
there had been no serious 
mishaps.

During the forum a num- 
ber of suggestions from the 
floor showed the depth of the 
school bus safety problem. 
Mr. Glasser told one member 
of the audience that if he 
could be presented with a 
design, he might be able to 
do something about the big 
drop from school bus emer- 
gency doors. Mr. Mills 
thought it would be a good 
idea if the local press were 
used with a spot message 
like ‘Please stop when near 
a schoo] bus - think of our 
children till the law chan- 
ges.’’ Mr. Glasser suggested 
an education program for 
both the public and students 
in school bus safety and 
another member of the 
audience pointed out that 
there was one school in St. 
Albert where children lined 
up in orderly fashion both 
getting on and off the buses 
with monitors and patrols at 
each end of the ‘school bus. 
She said the children were 
reported to the principal next 
day if they did not wait till 


the bus had moved out 
before trying to board it. 

Gordon Bridgéman of the 
Licensing Application and 
Reclassification Branch of 
the Alberta Department of 
Highways said at the mom- 
ent there were no statistics to 
show whether a school bus 
operator's abilities deterior- 
ated over the new five year 
period in which he could 
carry an operators license. 
Up to last November 8 
regulations stipulated that an 
operator could only hold his 
licence for one year before 
going through medical, kn- 
owledge, vision and road 
tests to maintain the right to 
operate a school bus. Since 
then the regulation has been 
broadened to the five year 
period before the licence can 
be re-instated. 

Another member of the 
audience wondered if safety 
factors in school buses would 
be increased with the fitting 
of safety belts. They were 40 
times safer than cars anyway 
because they were well 
padded, the member said. 
Mr. Glasser replied that seat 
belts would in turn cause 
their own problem. Mr. 
Glasser replied that seat 
belts would in turn cause 
their own problem. He said 
there would be the problem 
of whether to put the belts 
across one, two or three 
people: also school buses 
would have to start out 
earlier if yougsters had to be 
strapped into their seats 
before the bus could carry 
on.

Government concern over 
Canadian unfitness 


**We know that the aver- 
age Canadian is in lousy 
shape.”’ 

Those words formed part 
of a recent address to the 
Sports Federation of Canada 
in Vancouver, B.C., by the , 
Minister of National Health 
and Welfare the Honourable 
Marc Lalonde. 

In the address the Minister 
pointed out that too much 
attention was being paid to 
the national and interna- 
tional sphere of sport while it 
was too easy to forget the 
work of the amateur sports- 
man at the local level. 

He said that this last year 
his department had spent 
over 10 million dollars on 
amateur sport. He aiso said 
that this spring the Federal 
Government would have 
available to everyone a 
simple home fitness test 
which would enable Cana- 
dians to measure their 
fitness level with that of 
other people in their age 
group. 

Mr. Lalonde said he 
wanted to salute the volun- 
teer sportsman who had done 
so much for sport in Canada. 
‘*How much voluntary hard- 
work went into hockey before 
it became the major comm- 
ercial enterprize that it is 
today?” the Minister asked. 

He pointed out that with 
Canada being such a big 
country it was a miracle that 
any sport had been devel- 
oped at all. The fact that 
sport has been developed on 
the national level was be- 
cause of the desire of the 
small towns and villages to 
establish their identity by 
competition in sports. 

Mr. Lalonde said that the 
presence of the Olympics in 
Canada next year have 


In this day and age, 
anyone who isn't frus- 
strated isn't thinking. 


meant that Canada has had 
to become more professional 
in its outlook on sports. This 
in turn has led to a period of 
unparalled growth for ama- 
teur sports and much of the 
excitement in this field had 
been generated by the Game 
Plan, as well as the Olym- 
pics. Game Plan's main ob- 
jective is to increase signifi- 
cantly the number of inter- 
nationally qualified athletes 
who will be representing 
Canada in the Games. 

Mr. Lalonde said that to 
hold an A or B card - an 
international athletic qualifi- 
cation - an athlete must stand 
at least in the top 16 of his or 
her sport. By 1973 this 
number had increased to 57 


and the latest listing stood at 
90, an increase of about 100 
per cent in the number of A 
and B card athletes in less 
than two years. 

Mr. Lalonde also said that 
Recreation Canada is paying 
special attention to the need 
to improve Canadian fitness 
performance. He said that 
Recreation Canada was pro 
ducing a whole array of 
booklets, brochures and fil 
ms which provide informa 
tion on fitness. 

‘*We want to help every 
one from the elite athlete to 
the jogger. Everyone in his 
or her own way has a contri 
bution to make to developing 
sport in this country. W: 
must never forget that.”’

OUTDOORS... 


Alberta has been my home 
for all except two years of my 
life. In those years I've 
fished many lakes and the 
occasional river for walleye 
but didn’t catch one larger 
than 5 Ibs. 1 oz. That was at 
the mouth of the Sturgeon 
River in June 1971. But I 
have a neighbour who has 
lived in our province for 
barely five years, gone 
fishing only once, and caught 
a walleye weighing 12 Ibs. 7 
oz. That's just 30 ounces less 
than the provincial record for 
these fine tasting fish. 

Dave Mill is my neigh- 
bour’s name. He moved to 
St. Albert from British 
Columbia where he had done 
a lot of salmon fishing. 
However, until last August 
Dave had never caught a fish 
in fresh water. 

Dave’s big walleye was 
caught in the Calling Lake 
area on August 15, 1974. Our 
two families, along with 
three other families, were 
camped at McFarland Beach 
on Calling Lake for a week. 
Before the trip, Dave asked 
me what type of rod, line, 
lures and other fishing gear 
he would require. He owned 
salt water gear but nothing 
for our Alberta fresh water 
trophies. Since he liked what 
| use he chose a Mitchell 300 
reel and a spool of 8 Ibs. test 
stren monofiliment. Because 
my tackle box was well 
stocked with lures for various 
species of sports fish I 
suggested he forget about 
lures. But Dave ignored my 
advice on lures and selected 
a few that he thought might 
attract a lunker. After seeing 
what he bought I think he’s 
the one that got caught. 

With all his new gear Dave 
wasted no time flailing the 
‘*green’’ waters of Calling 
Lake after our arrival. All 
five of the men tried the lake 
along with several of our 
children. But after about 20 


man hours of fishing all we 
had were nine small perch; 
and Dave didn’t catch one of 
them. The lack of success 
thinned out our numbers 
when it came to seeking a 
new spot to try. Late on 
August 14 we took the road 
that would lead to the mouth 
of the Calling River to 
determine if it could be 
reached. The road is not 
maintained and, when wet, is 
almost impassable to two 
wheel drive vehicles. There 
were a few wet spots on the 
23 mile stretch of road but 
nothing too serious since 
there had been no rain for 
several days. The last mile to 
the Athabasca River is 
downhill with no gravel. We 
tried a few casts from shore 
just to see what action there 
was before returning to 
Calling Lake. I caught one 
pike about four pounds and 
Mike Huculak, the other 
neighbour with us, had 
several bites but failed to 
land anything. With spirits 
high we returned home to 
prepare for the trip the next 
day. 

In the morning thefe was a 
stiff wind with a lot of low 
clouds. We decided against 
going to the mouth of the 
Calling River unless the 
weather improved. There 
was no way that any of us 
wanted to get stuck 23 miles 
from the main gravel road. 

Well into the afternoon the 
weather was still the same as 
it had been at daylight. 
Despite the risk of rain we 
took off for the new fishing 
spot with the canoe on my 
car. As soon as we reached 
the river Dave and I launched 
the canoe to fish while Mike 
was content to cast from 
shore. 

We anchored in two 
different spots below the 
outlet of the Calling River 
and tried casting with no 
success. We then anchored 
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in the shallow water of the 
Calling and cast into the 
deep dropoff in the Atha- 
basca. We also changed 
lures. I talked Dave into 
trying one that looked 
promising. It was a yellow 
weighted spinner with yellow 
feathers in the small treble 
hook. The only name on it 
was Japan. After the second 
cast Dave hooked his first 
fresh water fish. Twenty 
minutes later we had his 12 
Ib. 7 oz. walleye on the 
shore. Mike and I were 
equally as excited as Dave 
with his trophy fish. In our 
excitement we hadn’t noticed 
the huge blaek cloud that had 
moved in over us. We 
immediately began packing 
up to leave, but got caught 
by a very heavy shower. It 
took Mike and Dave pushing, 
and alternately standing on 
the rear bumper of my car to 
get up the long dirt hill. We 
made it safely back to camp. 

I tried to talk Dave into 
having his fish mounted, but 
he insisted that we eat it. His 
wife Yvonne cooked it for all 
the neighbours after we got 
back to St. Albert. The 
manager of McFarland’s 
Beach kept the skull of the 
fish to prove to his patrons 
that there are trophy fish in 
that country. A sample of the 
scales was given to Martin 
Paetz, the chief fisheries 
biologist, who confirmed the 
trophy fish’s age at 12 years. 
Martin later told me that 
someday somebody will cat- 
ch a 25 pound walleye out of 
the Athabasca River.

Traffic bottlenecks to be subject of study 


Steps are being taken to 
relieve the growing hassle of 
motoring into the City of 
Edmonton from outside its 
boundaries. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
Said Tuesday that a traffic 
study is underway between 
St. Albert, the MD of 
Sturgeon, Edmonton and the 
Department of Highways to 
look into the traffic problem; 
he added that an engineering 
firm is almost on the point of 


being recommended to pro- 
ceed with the study. 

This will involve a com- 
plete look at traffic passing 
through St. Albert on to the 
city and also through other 
corridors. **The city can’t 
accept any more traffic and 
the study should show how to 
handle it," commented Mr. 
Flynn. 

He said that if the 
proposed ring road comes 
into effect then the problem 


of traffic snarls at one place 
in particular - the intersec- 
tion at 137th Avenue and the 
St. Albert Trail - could be 
made redundant. Plans for a 
fly-over at this point could 
relieve the problem altoge- 
ther. The Department of 
Highways has frozen certain 
developments within so ma- 
ny feet of this point so that 
the fly-over can go through. 

St. Albert MLA »—rnie 
Jamison, referring to traffic 


problems in the 137th Ave. 
area bounded by 113 Street 
and out west into MD land 
beyond 127 Street, said that 
this situatior is unfair to road 
users from St. Albert and 
Edmonton. 

But as far as having 
sections of 137 Avenue 
widened, Mr. Flynn said that 
the city had never applied to 
have it done (that part in the 
MD) and that there was 


confusion over an application 
for a storm sewer on the 
north side of 137 Avenue and 
the widening of the road. Mr. 
Flynn said the MD had 
approved the city’s appliga- 
tion for a storm sewer and 
that the city had found the 
conditions acceptable. One 
was that they should buy the 
right of way for the line and 
accept the natural run off of 
the land. 


City Commissioner George 
Hughes said that before that 
part of 137 Avenue could be 
widened it requires the storm 
drain and the right of way in 
the MD, which Mr. Hughes 
claimed the MD was not 
giving. He did say he was 
concerned that the area in 
question between St. Albert 
and the city should be 
improved as far as traffic use 
was concerned. 


Housewives and ceramics - an interesting combination

Whoever said that being 
a housewife was a dull 
affair certainly had his 
wires tangled. 

For there are two house- 
wives in Morinville who are 
disproving this statement 
with a vengeance. Ruby 
Bokenfohr, 27, who lives 
three miles south of town 
and Jeannette Dorosh have 
invested over $3,000 in 
their own ceramics school 
and shop and are making 
great efforts to pass on 
their enthusiasm in the art 
to the people of the area. 

They are completely in- 
dependent and look to the 
time when they will be able 
to expand from their well 
equipped basement into a 
business premises in Mor- 
inville or Edmonton. 

But at the moment things 
are progressing slowly, and 
although as Mrs. Dorosh 
put it ceramics can really 
get into your blood, since 
Christmas, only eight wo- 
men from Morinville and 
area have been attending 
the ceramics workshops. 
The newly formed ceramics 
centre has the capacity to 
take 20 enthusiasts, both 
men and women as Mrs. 
Dorosh pointed out. 

She said that so far the 
men had appeared shy of 
appearing at the centre 
amongst sO many women. 


It seems they have little to 
be frightened of. 

A quick glance around 
the basement of the centre 
at 10107 - 97 Avenue in 
Morinville shows up to 800 
to 1,000 pieces of ‘‘green- 
ware’’ ceramics - those 
items which have been 
moulded and fired - but so 
far not painted or glazed. 
At another corner of the 
basement there is a kiln 
which can ‘‘bake’’ the 
white clay to a staggering 
top temperature of 2800 F. 
At two other points there 
are very colourful bro- 
chures arranged around the 
wall which give students of 
the ceramics art some use- 
ful ideas for colour schemes 
with the finished product. 

The finished product can 
vary from a tiny squirrel to 
a large vase or nude 
statuette as it comes from 
its mould. Mrs. Dorosh said 
that a few people had been 
a little conservative about 
buying some of the nude 
statuettes, but now one of 
the top selling items is a 
classic imitation called, 
‘The Kiss.”’ 

Mrs. Bokenfohr and Mrs. 
Dorosh, apart from school- 
ing local people in firing, 
glazing anc painting the 
ceramics, have also four 
children under the age of 
three to look after but they 


manage to combine busin- 
ess with pleasure very well. 

A typical session at the 
ceramics centre consists of 
putting on your oldest 
clothes, said Mr. Bokenfohr 
and then getting down to 
work amidst the white dust 
and the heat of the kiln. 
While the moulds are basic 
to the art of ceramics the 
main joy comes at seeing 
the transformation, as the 
vase, squirrel, or Christmas 
tree cigarette lighter comes 
out tinted the desired 
shade, or glazed, from the 
kiln. It is the glazing of the 
*‘greenware’’ which forms 
the most complex part of 
the skill of colouring tiie 
finished item, for, as Mrs. 
Dorosh pointed out, a 
certain code has to be 
observed at this stage of 
the game. 

You have to pick, if you 
want say a brown colour 
finish for your vase or 
figurine, an opposite tint, 
which the glazing in the 
kiln will eventually trans- 
form into the desired 
shade. However, if you are 
just wanting a more usual 
finish and the article is not 
going to be used as table- 
ware - which needs wash- 
ing - then you can go ahead 
applying the desired col- 
ours in the normal way. 


Morinville KC’s reactivated 


After quite a few years of 
non-activity, January 19, 
1975, marked the starting 
point of the Knights of 
Columbus as a reality, once 
again, in the Town of 
Morinville. 

Some 40 members were 
in attendance to witness the 
initiation of 10 new can- 
didates.

There ts & more compli- 
cated method of colouring 
the ceramic pieces and this 
depends on a subtle way of 
applying glazing tints and 
heating the white clay 
mould. What matters is 
that the final results can 
look very professional and 
satisfying. 

Mrs. Bokenfohr showed 
one item of ceramic work - a 
cannon - which had been 
coloured silver by using a 
foil technique; the colour- 
ing was so effective that 
when you picked up the 
cannon piece, it had the 
feel and texture of iron; a 
feeling far removed from 
what one would associate 
with white clay, the raw 
material for the ceramics. 

Other pieces, like a 
ceramic Japanese ‘‘senior 
citizen’’ bent low over a 
pipe had been so skillfully 
tinted with wood grain that 
it looked as if it might ignite 
if put into the kiln. 

Mrs. Dorosh emphasized 
that there was all the 
difference in the world 
between ceramic art and 
pottery and that the two 
should not be confused. 
The pleasure in ceramics is 
gained largely from paint- 
ing or colouring the finish- 
ed item, whereas in pottery 
the satisfaction is gained 
from working the treadle 
and moulding the wet clay 
into the desired shape. 

Both Mrs. Dorosh and 
Mrs. Bokenfohr are hopeful 
that there has only been a 
lull in the attendance at the 
ceramic school. Before Ch- 
ristmas, about 20 women 
from the district were com- 
ing out to each session. But 
then there was the encour- 
agement that each item 
finished might make a 
useful Christmas gift, a 
little more exotic than the 
usual pair of stockings, the 


tie or the shirt, from distant 
relatives. 

As far as plans for the 
future are concerned Mrs. 
Dorosh said that many of 
their supplier friends who 
stock the paints, brushes 
and other materials needed 
for ceramics started out 


themselves in a humble 
way, but now own their own 
businesses in the city. 

‘‘We might put up a sign 
to let people know we're 
here,’’ smiled Mrs. Boken- 
fohr, ‘‘we don’t make 
money (yet), but we have a 
lot of fun.’’

five alternate ways of hand- 
ling sewage wastes, four of 
which include modifying the 
present system. 

The town drafted a bylaw 
calling for the borrowing of 
$2.5 million for the connec- 
tion only to have it recently 
rejected by the Local Auth- 
orities Board. 

An LAB official said it was 
felt the town could not afford 
to Forrow such an amount 
and directed it to other 
sources. 

Growth in the southeast 
sector of the town is mainly 
responsible for the sudden 
surge in development, and 
the whole problem is expec- 
ted to be discussed at a 
public meeting early next 
month. 

The MD of Sturgeon is 
concerned that growth in 
another area of the town may 
interfere with the Manawan 
Drainage Canal, serving a 
large farming area. 


On the school problem, 
Mr. Tretiak said the existing 
Roman Catholic Public sch- 
ools, which serve all the 
students in the town, are 
severely strained now. The 
683 students are split be- 
tween three buildings with 
230 elementary pupils taking 
classes in a 1908 structure 
built as a convent. He said it 
was fortunate there haven't 
been any disasters in the 
building which features nar- 
row stairs and corridors, poor 
fire escapes and inadequate 
heating and ventilation. An 
approach to the provincial 
school buildings committee 
has so far had no reply and 
even if approval were given 
for a building it could not be 
completed before December. 

Projected school popula- 
tions based on very conser- 
vative estimates show num- 
bers will double by 1977 and 
will have nearly tripled by 
1979.

Defence counsel asked Mr 
Justice Bowen to impose a 
conditional discharge on Mr.

FREIGHT RATE 
INCREASE 
HARD ON WEST 


In February 1973 a freeze 
on railway freight rates was 
instituted. The railways had 
indicated that they were 
about to increase their rates 
but they were asked by 
Transport Minister, Jean 
Marchand to delay action 
until Ottawa had discussed 


freight rate problems with 
the western provinces. The 
rate freeze was formally 
extended for an 18-month 
period following the Western 
Economic Opportunities 
Conference in July 1973. 
This was to give the Cana- 
dian Transport Commission 
time to investigate rates 
claimed by the western pro- 
vinces to be discriminatory 
and anomalous.

it agreed that freight rates 
should not impose any dis- 
crimination against any reg- 
ion in its industrial and 
economic development and 
that discriminatory rates 
should be identified and 
changed. It was also agreed 
at the conference that branch 
lines would be frozen until 
1975. 

The freeze was due to 
expire on December 31, 
1974. The railways wanted 
increases averaging roughly 
25% to 30% on a quarter of 
all goods shipped by rail to 
go into effect on the freeze 
expiry date. Eight provinces 
led by Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba deman- 
ded that all increases be 
delayed for a 60 day period in 
order that discussions could 
take place and that a 
temporary transportation 
policy could be formulated. 
The Canadian Transport 
Commission effected a quasi- 
compromise. The Commiss- 
ion’s railway transport com- 
mittee says it will allow 
freight rates to rise between 
10% to 15% on such pro- 
ducts as domestically ship- 
ped grain, lumber, building 
materials and meat. It will 
allow a further similar 
increase in March, following 
negotiations between CPR, 
CNR and the provinces. 

The two major railway 
companies are not pleased 
with the rate increase deci- 
sion of the CTC and they are 
appealing the ruling on the 
grounds that the Commission 
lacked the jurisdiction to 
make the December 31 rate 
decision. They contend that 
they need the full rate 
increase as quickly as poss- 
ible to offset increasing 
costs. January 24 is the date 
set for the hearing in Federal 
Court. 

Total lifting of the freeze 
will have serious consequen- 
ces on all aspects of the 
Canadian economy and in all 
regions of the country. As a 
result of increased freight 
rates, the cost of shipping 
major food and construction 
products is expected to rise 
and the ultimate loser will 


probably be the consumer. 
Increased rates will discrim- 
inate against the western 
provinces in particular, in 
favour of central Canada - a 
painful prospect for western 
shippers! Because of formid- 
able geographic barriers (i.e. 

mouutains and frozen 
waterways) and the distance 
from major shipping ports, 
western producers are nec- 
essarily extremely depend- 
ent upon rail transport. 

Farm products must move 
substantial distances before 
they are processed and dis- 
tributed to consumers. Often 
these products are bulky and 
perishable, requiring special 
handling and transportation. 
The farmer pays the cost of 
transporting his products 
through marketing channels 
as well as that of trans- 
porting purchased inputs 
from the point of production 
to the farm. 

The railways have not had 
an increase in rates on the 
affected traffic since Feb- 
ruary 1972 when there was a 
six per cent increase. Since 
the last rate increase there 
obviously has been a sub- 
stantial increase in wages, 
fuel and equipment cost. The 
government had paid a 
subsidy as compensation for 
the rate freeze. (This subsidy 
has amounted to $150-million 
over the last two year 
period.) 

Perhaps increased freight 
rates are necessary but 
increases of 25 per cent to 30 
per cent would have devas- 
tating effects on the Canad- 
ian economy. The irony of 
the whole situation lies in the 
fact that the freeze was 
initiated to create a time 
frame within which a con- 
crete, effective policy could 
be formulated. The Govern- 
ment has failed in this 
respect, has approved the 
removal of the freeze without 
providing any specific guide- 
lines for the railways to 
follow. 

The Government, I feel, 
will be forced to give a strict 
accounting and justification 
of its action soon after 
Parliament reconvenes on 
January 22.
